| Wo have tried several tine s to get the 
• Dix on commissioners to repair our road, 
G. Narion, of * but with p«M»r success. 
They came out 
the 
Nacbusa several y ears ago and pht in a box six 
inches square and covered it with dirt 
which wsa considered a big thing for 
those day s. 
A few y ears later we asked 
them to come again as the roads were im­ 
passable but they would not. so we turn 
ed out and made them passable. 
This 
answered for a few- y ears, but we were 
obliged to ask again fur help 
A Mr 
Lloy d came out and we helped, and not 
only helped but did most of the w*uk 
Every one knows that clay hil'a will wash 
out it they are not attended to, and so 
two y ears ago we started a subscription 
paper, and every man put his name down 
and agreed to furnish a team for two 
day s or pav six dollars. 
We then passed 
tlic paper around in Dix on, and several 
of the merchants nud doctors subscribed, 
bringing the amount up to two hundred 
and fifty dollars. 
We then went to the 
commissioners of Dix on and agreed to 
put in that amount if they would help tt* 
to make the road permanent. 
Mr 
Gaff­ 
ney came out with his men and superin­ 
tended Iht work, doing a good job as he 
alway s does. 
He made a good grade, but 
there it ended, leaving the road ail ready 
for the stone. 
There was plenty of stone 
( n the side of the road and a crusher at 
hand, and every man would have turned 
out Hiid hauled stone gratis so that tt 
would have cost Dix on little or nothing, 
hut instead of finishing it they went over 
on the Palmy ra road and spent between 
six and seven hundred dollars to prepare 
the road for stone, and about thirteen 
hundred in putting the stone on.

asked why that 
road should be stoned 
first they will say it is the main road 
Main road, where to? Not to Sterling, fur 
Sterling lay s south, and this main road 
runs over a mile north, making it a round 
about way . and not a direct road between 
any two points. 
It was the old stage 
road and went across lots to some conn 
tty post office 
But they will say . it has 
the most travel on it. 
Certainly , heeaust 
it has alway s had the attention and has 
been kept m good shape

By actual Count from siv

each road, and these were milk carriers 
that are obliged to go every day , ram or

The number of veil Ties of all

I venture to say that if our road was in as 
good condition us the Palmy ra road, the

come out on our road then cross ovi r to
